Mikado, with Supreme Disregard to 
the Future, Accepts Only Terms —

the highest order and 
with a magnanimity 
that has no parallel 
in history victorious 
Japan, 8 its plenipotentiaries, agreed 
this morning to make peace with Russia. 
To accomplish this humanitarian result the 


government of Japan deemed it necessary to 
make sacrifices which, probably, will not be 


approved by many of its people. 
But with a superb disregard of the possible 


Seonsequences to itself and having in mind 
only the injury which would be done civiliza- 1 
don through a further prosecution of the war 
| the emperor and the council of the elder 
btatesmen threw their votes yesterday for 
E and an end of hostilities in the 


east. 

Their will was executed this morning by | 
their plenipotentiaries here. Baron Korhura, 
a dwarf in stature but giant in intellect. and 
Minister Takahira, with rounded shoulders, 
his large head sinking into his coat collar, 
notified M. de Witte and Baron Rosen of the 

orders they had received from Tokio. 


Never to Be Forgotten Scene. 

The men who partictpated in this momen- 

tous scene never will forget it. The Russians 
‘when they went to the conference knew that 
their government would make no further con- 
céssion. During the early morning hours M. 
% Witte had received the following cable 
direct from his emperor: 

“ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. . 1905.—To- 
morrow must be last conference, I prefer 
war to humiliating concessions to Japan. 

“ NicHoLas.” 

The conference began at 9:30. M. de Witte 
sent word to Baron Komura that he should 
like to see him privately. M. de Witte and 
Baron Rosen received the Japanese in the 
conference room. They bowed, shook hands, 
and then took their usual seats. 


First Told in Secret. 


M. de Witte told Baron Komura that he had 
received another cable from the emperor 
tm addttion to the one which came last 
Friday and gave its substance. Baron Ko- 
mura and Minister Takahira listened quietly. 
The former indicated that his government 
would yield and suggested that the official 


© meeting begin. 


The secretaries were sent for and upon 
their arrival they seated themselves, the 


Japanese alongside their plenipotentiaries 


and the Russians beside M. de Witte and 
Baron Rosen. Four of the envoys were 
smoking. Komura, in the nervous manner 
he has, flécked ashes from his cigaret by 
quick movements of his wrist.

Words Part of History. 


When the rustling of the papers which the 
Secretaries were arranging ceased NM. de 
Witte said: 

Russia will not pay indemnity in any 
form. We will agree to divide Sakhalin 
island. That is the last word of my em- 
Déror.”’ 

That proposal is not acceptable, respond- 
ed Baron Komura. But we will waive the 
“dademnity and keep all of Sakhalin.”

Japan Gives Up $600,000,000. | 
When the Russians had recovered from the 
excitement into which the words of Komura

expenses, amounting to $600, 000,000.

Refuses Japan's Final Appeal. 

M. de Witte was silent for a moment. 

„ know,” he resumed, that in Russia 
there are many people who do not wish peace 
obtained even under the conditions I have 
mentioned, but I believe without vanity that 
nobody could have done better. When Min- 
ister Takahira came to me Sunday evening, 
he asked me to offer some money. I said to 
him that when I was miinister of finance 1 
had formed a gold reserve of one billion ru- 
bles ($500,000,000) that had not yet been 
touched. I told him we had enough money 
now and we could get it everywhere, in 
France, Berlin, New York. Russia was will- 
ing only to divide Sakhalin, but Russia could 
continue fighting. He cabled what I said to 
Tokio, and the privy council meeting which 
occurred yesterday decided to make peace 
upon the conditions we fixed.” 

Treaty Will Follow Quickly. 

M. de Witte was asked if there was any 
danger of a future disagrement: , 

“We are in absolute accord upon eight 
points,” he responded, “ but there are ofher 
articles the bases of which only have been 
determined. We will reduce what we have 
agreed upon to writing and finish the treaty 
as 3 as possible. 

It is not possible for a disagreement to 
occur. Peace is declared, The treaty will 
be signed here by myself and Baron Komura.

AMERICAN CASH FOR RUSSIA. 


United States Bankers to Take Lead in 
Loaning Czar 8100, 000, 000 — 
Japan May Borrow, Too. 


New York, Aug. 29.—[Special.}—Upon the 
announcement of peace today it was learned 
upon the highest authority that American 
bankers are now prepared to float a great 
Russian loan. | 

As a matter of fact, financiers in this city 
have had the terms of a Russian loan in mind 
for several months past and the Russian 
government has known that upon the con- 
clusion of peace it could raise money here. 
On the other hand, both the combatants have 
known how difficult it would be to get the 
funds to continue warfare. Knowing this, 
Wall street was not greatly surprised at the 
conclusion of peace. | 3 

A matter of great interest regarding the 
forthcoming loan is the probability that 
American bankers will take the initiative in 
floating it. Hitherto the foreign bankers 
have taken the first steps in raising money 
for the combatants and, American bankers 
were asked to associate themselves with the 
foreign houses. But the American firms will 
this time ask London, Berlin, and Paris to 
take a part in the new loan. , 

As to how much money would be raised 
here no one with authority would speak. 
An estimate was that $100,000,000 might he 
the sum, Although one or two well known 
banking firms will assume the leadership 
in the new loan, it was stated that a syn- 
dicate, including many other banks and firms, 
would participate.

The result was the battle -f Heikaitou, which continued for 
four days. The Russians lost 15,000 men in killed and wounded, and

While the struggle for the country south of Mukden had been in | 
progress, Gen. Nogi's army of 80,000 men nad been making desperate et- 


forts to capture Port Arthur. The stronghold was neld by Gen. Stoessel 
with nearly 70,000 troops. Its defenses seemed to ve absolutely impreg- 
nable. The siege began on May 26, but it was not until August that 


Nogi got his heavy siege guns in position. On Aug. 8 Nogi made his first | 
assault, capturing Takushan and Shakushan, two positions of minor im- 
portance, Repeated attacks on other positions on «sug. 19-24, 27-31 failed, _ 


but on Sept. 19-20 Nogi captured Fort Kouropatkin, directly north of 


Port Arthur. Then the Japanese began to literally Gig their way into the 
stronghold. By a series of tunnels and parallel trerches they mined the 


Russian forts one after the other. On Oct. 31 they gained possession of 


the crests of Ehrlung and Sungshu hills and the north fort of East Keen 
wan group. All through November they tunneled, mined, attacked, and 
were driven back, but each time gaining a little ground. Finally, op 
Nov. 30, they captured 203 Meter hill by storm at a fearful cost of men. 

December witnessed the final catastrophe at Port Arthur. On Dec. 
6. Nogi captured Akasayama fort. On Dec. 18 ae vlew up and captured 
On Dec: 28 he got Bhriungshan, the fort commanding 
all the inner line of defenses, and on Dec. 31 Sungshushan fell. That was 
the end. On the evening of Jan. 1, 1905, Gen. Stoessel surrendered. The 
siege had lasted 241 days. Stoessel surrendered 22,207 prisoners and 
15,000 sick and wounded. During the siege 5,000 of his men had been

While this movement was in progress, Oku began a furious attack on 
the Russian right at Changtan.

and after thirteen days of continuous battle Kouropatkin, on March , 


evacuated Mukden and began his retreat to the north. The Russian . 
treat continued until March 17, the Japanese following to Kaiyuan, forty 
miles norta of Mukden. Kouropatkin was relieved ot his command, being 
succeeeded by Linevitch. The Ruasians lost in killed. wounded, and 
prisoners 178,000 men in the battle of Mukden and the retreat. Th 
Japanese casualties are given at 52,000. 

Russia’s second great disaster in the fourth and closing epoch of the 


war was the destruction of Rojestvensky’s fleet in the battle of the sea 


of Japan on May 27 and 28. The fleet, which had been assembled after 
six months of preparation, sailed for Libau, in the Baltic, on Oct, 16, 
1904, under command of Vice Admiral Rojestvensky. After a series of) 
adventures, including an attack on an English fishing fleet in the North 
sea, on Oct. 21, the fleet arrived at Madagascar on Jan, 2. There it re- 
mained until March 16, when it sailed for the far east, passing Singapore 
and entering the China sea on April 8. The Russian fleet found shelter on 
the French port of Kamran bay on April 12, remaining there or in that 
vicinity until May 14. On that day Rojestvensky, with his bunkers filled 
his decks piled high with coal, steamed boldly ‘or the Corean straits, 


hoping to force his way through to Vladivostok, He was sighted at the 


entrance to the straits on the morning of May 27 and et 2 o'clock that 
afternoon engaged in battle with Admiral Togo’s entire fleet. In just 
thirty minutes of actual battle the Russian fieet was whipped 
and vainly trying to escape. There was no escape, however, 
the Japanese keeping up a merciless fire all afternoon. ‘Tae 
Japanese torpedo boats resumed the attack as darkness fell and 


on the following day the remnauts of the Russian fleet were destroyed or 
captured. | 


The defeat cost Russia a loss of $142,775,000 in ships alone. Fully 5,000 
Russian sailors were killed or drowned, while 8,000 officers and men, in- 
cluding Vice Admiral er and Rear Admiral Nebogatoff, were’ 


taken prisoners. 


This defeat ended the war. On June 9 President Roosevelt, in a note 


addressed simultaneously to Russia and Japan, urged the appointment of “77 


peace plenipotentiaries. Both nations accepted and . result was the 
agreement of Aug. 29 to end the war. pe .

When 
Baron Kaneko came to this country, how- 
ever, he was not a confidential agent. A 


brildant speaker and an accomplished and 
cosmopolitan citizen, he was sent here to 


arouse public sentiment for Japan. He has 
made speeches about Japan and the Japanese 
government. He did all he could to cement 
the friendship between the two peoples. All 
this was in the game he played. Japan 
realized that the friendship of the American 
people was valuable to them, and though 
the sentiment of the country has leaned to- 
ward Japan most decidedly, it was thought 
advisable to have some one over here to help 
the sentiment along.

After Baron Kaneko, who is a man of at- 
fairs in Nippon, had been here for a while, 
it became apparent that he would be a valua- 
ble man to confer with President Roosevelt 
every now and then, That was a year ago, 
and Kaneko, the mysterious, the elusive, was 
made a confidential agent. His credentials 
must have been shown to President Roosevelt 
at some time or other, although no ene segs

ARON JUTORA KOMURA, the di- 
minutive, wrinkled, almost weazened 
man who matched brains with the

This man, 4 feet 7 inches tall, weighing 
120 pounds—a massive brain mounted on ar 
attenuated, strange looking form, has 
wrestled with the gravest problems of Ja- 
pan, has held the most difficult posts the 
mikado could find for him—and, although 
not well or strong, without murmur ac- 
cepted for Japan's sake the appointmen+ 
as chief peace arbitrator. How far Harvard 
influence entered into the settlement of the 
war between Russia and Japan may never be 
known, but Komura, the man who yielded 
for Japan on two grave points after Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's appeals, was a Harvard 
LL. D., class of 1877, the first Japanese ever 
given a degree by that university. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt graduated three years later 

Like his gigantic opponent at Portsmouth, 
Komura is of the people. He was born of 
poor parents at Takanabe, in Henge, Japan. 
in 1853, and when a boy the lord of Takanabe 
noticed his brightness and sent him to 
Jeddo, to the Kaisei institute—planning that 
Komura should be a diplomat, after the style 
ot the Japs, who foreordain things and then 
order them to come true. He went then to 
the Imperial university in Tokio, his patron 
paying the cost, and then to Harvard, the 
first Jap to seek honors at the Cambridge 
school. Even then he was little, quiet, dif- 
dent, yet bright and witty on occasion, espe- 
cially in the clever little speeches he was 
called upon to make. He returned to Japan 
after studying law with Attorney Gener» 
Davenport of New York and Peshine Smith 
of Rochester, who afterward became lega! 
adviser of Japan. omar later became a 
judge.

When “civilization” robbed Japan of 
what it won in the war and Russia grabbed 
the fruits of Japanese victory Komura was 
again sent to meet Russian intrigue as Min- 
ister to Corea, and there, despite ill health 
that wasted his already meager frame, he 
met Russian intrigue with Japanese cun- 
ning and lost no ground. Japan wanted 
friendship in the United States and in 1899 
Komura was sent to Washingtom as minis- 
ter, establishing a firm friendship. 


But Russia was pressing on. The war 
eloud was rising and this 120 pounds of brain, 
with a little flesh and bone thrown in, was 
sent single handed against the bear as min- 
ister to St. Petersburg. There, amid the 
grand ducal plots, watching, catlike, every 
move of the enemy, matching his cunning 
against the wiles of the plotters, little Ko- 
mura— Who had no ambition ’’—kept his 
government informed of every act. During 
the crisis that preceded the war he watched 
the weak czar being twisted in the hands of 
the war party and the Manchurian syndi- 
cate grafters, and sent a code measage that 
wrecked the last hope of peace, 


Komura saw the war coming a long way 
off. He predicted it nearly ten years ago. 
He had matched himself against Russia 
for twenty years, and when called upon he 
came to the United States to meet De Witte 
—whom he had known in St. Petersburg. 

The contrast between these two foremost 
diplomats of their countries is striking, but 
they have one thing in common—neithes can 
wear civilized clothes.

Officer’s Wife Explains Fortescue 90 


Cellar Charge and Deelares 
Miner Ineident False.

Wooster, O. Aug. 29.—{Special. }—Denying 
improper relations with Lieut. Fortescue, 
Gen. Miner, or Capt. Simmons, and charging 
Maj. Taggart with extreme brutality, Mrs. 
Taggart was late this afternoon put on the 
defensive by Attorney Sterling, céunsel for 
the plaintiff. 

Sterling questioned her regarding her 
knowledge of perjury and its penalty, his 
action causing much comment. When that 


Part of Mrs. Taggart’s story was reached 


_ wherein she is accused of entertaining For- 
tescue while dressed in a kimono, Mrs. Vose 
Was pressed into service and in the presence 
of the court donned the garment to show 
that there was nothing improper in appear- 
ing in public dressed therein. 

Mrs. Taggart here, in reply to a question, 
stated that she sent Billy Taggart a suit of 
clothes in June, 1904, from Mill Valley, Cal. 
She also identified several letters that passed 
between her and him. Returning to the night 


of June 30, 1908, he told of going to the con- 


cert in the evening and then going to Poore’s 
Battered Her Head Against Wall. 


She said: Captain and Mrs. Poore and 


Fortescue later took me home, but, unable 
to get in, I returned with the Poores to their 
home, Lieut. Fortescue going to his quarters. 


Maj. Taggart telephoned to the Poore house 


for me, and Capt. Poore took me home. 


“I entered the house when the major came 


downstairs. He made a spring, grabbed me 
by the hair, and battered my head against 
the wall. Then he tore off my clothes, 
every stitch except my shoes and stockings, 
opened the door and shoved me out on the 
porch, saying. Go to the gutter, where you 
belong, you ——. 


“Then he pulled me back into the house, | 


threw me on the floor, and beat and kicked 
me until I was black and blue. He sat on me 


awhile, and then kicked me every step of 


the way upstairs and into my room, where he 

hrew me on the bed and beat and choked me 
until I was almost dead, when Culver came 
into the room and said something. 


After Beating Wife Taggart Sleeps. 
Maj. Taggart then left me alone and went 
to hie room and in a few minutes was sleep- 
ing soundly. 
The next morning he came to my bed and 
stood me up. ‘You must have been on a hell 


bot a bat last night,’ he said. My hair had been 


torn out by the roots, my body. was black and 
biue, there were two spots on my shoulder 
where the skin was rubbed off on the carpet. 


I felt that I never wanted to see him again. 


I had feared him before, and I was more 
afraid of him now. The nextday I had Capt. 
Poore appeal to Col. Miner for protection. 
When Miner came to see me I told him I 
wanted him to take steps to keep Capt. Tag- 
gart away from the house because I was 


' @fraid of him and F would not live with him 


again. * 
Mrs. Taggart then told of leaving Fort 
Leavenworth with the children and going to. 
San Francisco. At her hotel in San Fran- 
cisco she had an interview with Taggart in 


which both said they did not desire a divorce. . 


They. made an agreement that she, 1 
stay there and keep the children and 


his trips on the transport. SRR 

She then told of the captain's s abducting 
the children, on the pretext of taking them 
to hunch on the transport, and bringing them 
to Wayne county, where he applied for a 
divorce. She told how she followed him and 
filed her cross. bill. She denied that she 


had ever squandered the captain's earnings, 


but, on the contrary, had given him $600: 
to purchase a farm in Orrville for the cap- 


tain’s sister, of which $300 had never been 


paid back to her. 
Tells of More Beatings: 
“ Describe the events of the night Capt. 


Simmons escorted you home from the hop.’ 
J went upstairs, and as I entered my room 


captain grabbed me and threw me across 


the room. an¢@t-struck my head on the chif- 


fonier. He knocked me down and beat and 


kicked me, and said, ‘I know your relations 
with Capt. Simmons, your sweetheart and 
the father of Tiddles.’ ”’ 

Mrs. Taggart in giving her testimony 
showed no feeling of bitterness against her 
husband,‘ telling her story without excite- 
ment. He voice was at the same pitch and 
her words uttered without any attempt or 
apparent effort to overdraw incidents. 

This was illustrated a number of times 
while she was telling her version of the beat- 
ing she alleges she received at Fort Leaven- 
worth. Attorney Smyser a number of times 
asked her to go more into details. The way 
she answered the questions that cannot be 
printed stamps her as a woman of refine- 
ment and education. 

The courtroom was filled to its utrrost ca- 
pacity several minutes before the court 
bailiff convened the morning session. “The 
haliwaye were lined with two or three hun- 
dred disappointed people.

situation is full of danger. 

At this time of the year thousands of 
men, omen, and children crowd the bridges 
and their approaches night and day in tak- 
ing or lenving the big excursion boats that 
have docks along the fiver front. In the 
hurry and bustle of boat catching a bridge 
swung while bearing a load of men and 
women becomes a possible source of many 
fatal accidents. The woman who drowned 
Monday night was on her way to catch an 
excursion boat. Her fall into the river was 
probably due to the poor lights; her death 
by drowning to the lack of life saving ap- 
pliances and men to use them at the 
bridge. 

Such conditions are unwarrantable. The 
city and the companies operating the boats 
should see to it that extraordinary precau- 
tions are taken in the excursion season for 
the protection of excursionists. While it is 
not probable that many people will walk 
into the river, the opportunities for it are 
to be found in plenty. And where the op- 
portunity exists sooner or later an accident 
is eure to oceur. The way to avoid acci- 
dents is to provide against them ~- 

The “jack knife” bridge is the positive 
remedy for such eventualities, but the in- 
stallation of stich bridges everywhere is 
not feasible at present. The thing to do is 
to make the swinging bridges safe at once 
by providing them with better lights, with 
chains at the ends, or, better still, by clear- 
ing them of all persons before they are 
opened; and to provide all bridges with 
uch appliances as will make the saving of 
life possible when the unpreventable ac- 
cidents occur. | 

PEACE. 

Japan has made further concessions, and 
peace is assured. The Japanese govern- 
ment has waived the claim to an indemnity 
and has consented té cede the north half 
| of Sakhalin to Russia. The persistence of 
Russia has caused the abandonment by the 
Japanese of several of the conditions which 
at first it called imperative. Of those con- 
ditions the one regarding an indemnity and 
the abandonment by Russia of all claim to 
Sakhalin were not in themselves unreason- 
able. The war was forced upon Japan by 
the failure of Russia to comply with equita- 
ble demands. Sakhalin had become Japa- 
hese and could have been kept away from 
Russia indefinitely. 

Japan has been magnanimous. It has 
yielded much that its statesmen believed 
faitly belonged to them. Many of them 
feel, as they did after the Chinese war, 
that they have failed to get what their vic- 
tory entitled them to. But by yielding 
they have secured peace and the sympathy 
of most of the civilized world. 

The Japanese have displayed common 
sense as well as magnanimity. The pro- 
longation of the war because of inability to 
get a largé sum in hard cash from Russia 
might have proved the undoing of Japan. 
The credit of that country is not so firmly 
established that it could resist the strain 
of another year of fighting. Rumors that 
the conference would be futile depressed 
| Japanese securities. Had it come to naught 
there would have been a further decline. 
To carry on the war Japan would have been 
obliged to borrow either here or in Eng- 
land, and it would not have been able to 
get money for the prosecution of an un- 
necessary war except on hard terms. 

As Japan has secured all that it went to 
| war for, and something more, and as its 
great need is an opportunity to recuperate, 
wisdom dictated that it should get peace 
and let the pleasing dream of an indemnity 
go. The interest on the war debt must be 
paid and to do that industry must be en- 
couraged. The half million ar more soldiers 
must be allowed to go to work. The first 
| duty of Japan, as it was of the United 
States in 1865, fs to earn money and pay 
debts. 

Japan consents to let Russia have the 
north half of Sakhalin island. It is a bar- 
ren tract of land as valueless for agricul- 
tural purposes as an equal area in Alaska. 
If it has mineral resources their existence 
is unknown. For sentimental or strategic 
reasons the Russians attached so much 
value to that desolate region that they were 
prepared to go on with the war rather than 
let it go. But they were not willing to pay 
any money for it. They were afraid the 
world would say that whatever they might 
pay was an indemnity under another name. 
They insisted on having the north halt of 
the island for nothing. | 

The Japanese have no scruples regarding 
the alienation of territory when they can 
get their price for it, but it must have 
grieved them to give away territory which 
they had fairly won. They give evidence of 
genuine magnanimity when they yield to 
Russia on this point. They have one con- 
solation. As long as Russia is without ships 
and seamen Japan can retake the north 
half of the island with ease in the event 
of future war and will be able to sell it to 
Russia over again at the conclusion of that 
war. ‘Sakhalin remains, as it always has 
been, a mere pawn in the game. 

The terms of peace contain nothing which 
is humiliating to either belligerent. Rus- 
sia has lost much—its navy, Manchuria, 
Port Arthur, the Chinese Eastern railway,

AT OBSERVATORIES. 


heliograph at Yerkes Institution at 
Lake Geneva—Instrument Makes It 
Possible to Observe the Sun’s Chro- 
mosphere and Prominences — Any 
One Interested Will Be Permiited 
Use Northwestern Telescope. 


At the observatories near Chicago prep- 
arations are complete for n the 
sun's eclipse today. The photographs will 
constitute a most valuable part of the ob- 
servations, it is believed, * 

The work at the Yerkes observatory at 
Lake Geneva will not be so much for the 
purpose of securing results under eclipse con- 
ditions as for comparison with the results 
obtained by the observers in the path of 
totality. A partial eclipse is of little value 
to a professional observer, but a series of 
photographs will be taken as a matter of 
record. 

The most important work will be made with 
the spectroheliograph, arranged especially 
for the purpose of photographing the sun's 
chromosphere and prominences. This in- 
strument, designed by Prof. George E. Hale, 
is the only apparatus by which this myste- 
rious envelope surrounding the sun can be 
observed, except during a total eclipse. 


Expects Valuable Results. 


„It cannot reabh the corona, but Prof. E. 
B. ost, director of the Yerkes observa- 
tory, is confident that the observations 
made in the chromosphere and prominences 
will prove as valuable as those made dur- 
ing the total eclipse. For the purpose of 
demonstrating this he wild make observa 
tions as nearly simultaneous as possible with 
those made by.the members of the eclipse 


At Northwestern University. 


Prof. G. W. Hough of Northwestern uni- 
versity spent the day preparing to take pho- 
‘tographs of the eclipse and secured several 
good views. Prof. Hough hopes to secure 
some valuable data from the results of his 
observations,

Sioux City and 30 cents to Sioux Falls. The

unless the southern rates were restored it 
would reduce its traiffs 34% cents to meet 
the Louisiana and Texas cuts.

the same kinds of goods from several other 
countries. I stated.that I favored the rati- 
fication of the French treaty, which I cer- 
tainly should mot had I thought it gave 
everything to France and nothing to the 
United States, as you quote me as saying. 

Merely Hasty, He Says. 

“TI also stated that some senators thought 
it unwise to discriminate against the coun- 
try of our principal. market im favor of 
another country. As you do not take issue 
with any of these propositions, what I re- 
gard as a hasty statement in your letter, 
that I violated the proprieties of debate, 
when at the most you attribute to me an 
opinion with which you take issue, I for- 
give without your asking it. 

“I doubt not the balance of your speech 
was more carefully considered. Certainly, 
the subject was more worthy of considera- 
tiom than any statement I might have made 
or any editorial comments thereon.
